INTRODUCTION 


I. GENERAL COMMENTS 


The Working Conditions Survey - Alberta - 1 August 1969 was conducted 


tionnaire simultaneously with the Alberta Salary and Wage Rate Survey. This report provides a 
review of respondents' practices in the five arrangements outlined on page (iii) under the heading 
Working Conditions Data. 

Survey coverage is summarized by type and size of firm on page (iv). The Albertalabour 
force in August 1969 is estimated at 651 thousand: the survey coverage of 143 thousand employees 
therefore accounts for 22 per cent of the labour force or about 26 per cent of the non-agricultural 
labour force. The firms participating in this survey are basically those participating in the wage 
and salary survey and listed in that survey report. 

Data were collected and are published for office and non-office employees. The incidence 
of office and non-office reporting byfirmsin the survey, and the office-non- office distribution of all 
employees in these firms, is reviewed on page (iv). 

Statistics have been compiled and are published for Alberta on a summary and firm-type 
basis. Information for alternative firm-types, or by firm-size and for sub-provincial areas can 
be tabulated. Please be specific in requests for these forms of data and allow two to three weeks 
for requests to be filled. 

We wish to express our appreciation to all survey participants for their time and coopera- 
tion in supplying the statistics requested. We also appreciate receiving direct comments and 
requests from officials regarding questions to be included in future surveys, regarding the fre- 


quency of detailed reports, and regarding the area, firm-type or firm-size breakdown of data to 


be published in future survey reports. 


Il, DEFINITIONS 


A, Firm-Type: Firms with similar or closely related primary activities are grouped 


into a particular firm-type. Ten firm-types are used for purposes of this report, 


B. Office Employees: Comprises clerical and administrative staff.

Ill. WORKING CONDITIONS DATA 


A. Standard Work Week - Relates to the normal hours and days worked per week, and 
does not include overtime, 


B. Vacation-With-Pay Plans - Relates to qualifying periods in terms of length of service 
for one, two, three and four week paid annual vacations. Similar data for five and 
six week paid vacations are available upon request, 

C. Paid Statutory or Public Holiday Policies - Relates to policies regarding paid holidays 
and, where applicable, to the number of paid holidays allowed in the year immedi- 
ately prior to August 1, 1969. The most frequent paid holidays reported are listed. 


D. Frequency of Pay Periods - Relates to the frequency of weekly, bi-weekly, semi- 
monthly and monthly pay period plans, 


E. Daily Rest or Coffee Break Periods - Relatesto arrangements regarding daily restor 


coffee break periods, and where applicable, to the length, number and pay status of 
these periods. 


IV. NOTES ON METHODOLOGY 

In the Alberta Salary and Wage Rate Survey - 1 August 1969, input data applying to the 
Government of Alberta in Edmonton and Calgary, and, on a limited scale, to the City of Calgary 
and to the City of Edmonton, were used on a sample basis. All office and all non-office employees 
of each of these organizations are, however, included in this survey report. 

The number of employees in firms reporting is not shown when less than three firms 
report within a specific category. 

The values within the ranges in the standard work week tables represent conditions re- 
ported by the vast majority of survey participants. When conditions fell between particular values 
in a range, the reported data have been rounded to the nearest value in the range for which infor- 
mation is published, The category "other" therefore encompasses only conditions outside of the 
end points of the table as outlined. 

In the vacation-with-pay plans, most firms reported plans with varied vacation periods 
depending on different lengths of service: the total number of qualifying periods" in the summary 
tables istherefore greater than the number of firms participating in the survey; and, in each of the 
firm-type tables, the total number of "qualifying periods' is greater than the number of firms in- 
cluded for each of the separate ten firm-types divisions. When more than one arrangement has 
been reported for either office or non-office staff, an unweighted average of the alternative lengths 


of service required for a specific vacation period has been used in the survey.
